¥nelish Colonies as they all knew acattered 
all over the face of the earth, and hardly 
one of them was governed in precisely the 
same way or according to tho same rules aa 
another, Thus among the Crown Colonies 
nearly every ove differed in sume reapeocts 
from another. Theres were threa broad 
classes, however, into which the colonies 
‘were divided, “First, there were Crown 
Colonies pnre:aond ‘simple: “There the en- 
tire legislative power. was vested: iu the 
Crown. The appointment of executive 
officors of the Govertmient was also vested 


Englishmen wera to be found,. Parliament 
was suprame over all .and could of iteelf 
legialata for British subjects wherever there 
were British sett’emants, wnfexs tho right to 
dy so had been parted with eithar uncon- 
ditionally or upon terms, Subject to this 
Her Majesty had the supreme right to 
declare what should be the jaw.

THE LAWS OF HONGKONG. 

Here, in Hongkong, it was declared in 
1845, by un act of the Legislature, that all 
Jawa and acts of Parliament which were ia 
force’ im Bugland on the bth of April 
1843 should beeomo the laws froin 
that timo forward of this Colony. Thoy 
might often have heard the question

THE RECOGNITION OF CHINEEE CUSTOMS. 


Thero wete many mattera in which the 
Chinese had tacitly been allowed tu follow 
their own customs, aud © be guided to a 
considerable extant by their own laws. 
Their marriaga custome, their habit of 
adopting childron and the: succeasiun to 
property, among themaclves were oxamples. 
tb questions relating to mercantile con+ 
tracta of course the Chinese customs 
had always been ignored, and English 
luw had always been applied to the 
interpretation of these contracts, So far 
aa his éxpetience of the Colony went, 
and it was now getting to he considerable, 
aa to queations of status, as for instance who- 
ther this.woman was the wife of that nan, 
or whether a child by addption wan to bo 
recognised, or whether succession to pro- 
perty was to pags ‘according to. Chinese cusr 
tom or English law, none of these questions 
had come before-the comtt for decision, bat 
he had little doubt that if they did come 
formally before the Court, English low. in, 
all its integnty would prevail, ; 


HOW WE SRE GOVERNED. 


Crown, Colonies under such a constitution 
aa that which he had described were sub; 
to laws emanating from three or four 
ent sources. Under the Charter consttin- 
ting a Crown Colouy, Her Majesty resory- 
ed to herself and her successors full power 
to legislate. for the Colony by her ‘own 
Orders in Council and fall power: to cancel 
tho Charter. at any: moment.

That only required him to consult on the 
matter with his Council, to consider it in 
Council, ‘but he had the“ power of - passing 
any ordinance he might think necessary in 


Goveruors under whom every questign was 
on and uoder whom there was a 


division on every question. Now if 
measurea produced dissatisfaction, in the 
Legislature thoy could hardly be considered 
successful, 


HEADS OF DEPARTMENTS AS "MEMBERS OF 
THE KXECUTIVE, 


In the old days in the Colony, like moat 
other Crown Colonies, the Executive Counci 
consisted of the Governor, the Officer 
commanding the troops, the Colonial Secra- 
tary the Attorney Ueneral, and seldom auy 
other, Now wo found a wumber of 
other gontlemen in the Executive Coun- 
cil, heads of departments. It had always 
stemed to hitn that the early form 
of ‘Executive Council ‘waa the only sound 
and only good one, The duties of the 
Executive Conneil were, na its name im- 
plied, to assist the Governor, and the 
Governor's principal duty in addition to 
initiating measures was lo supervise the 
hoads of departments, the officials under 
him, and it did uot facilitate the proper 
diacharge af the Jast-montioned. duty that 
the heads of departments should be mem- 
bers of the Executive Council. It had al- 
ways heen a puzzis to him how that Exe- 
cutive Conneil could deal with heads of 
dopartments when the heads of depart 
ments themselves took part in tho perform. 
enon of that duty, That hoods of depart- 
ments should be members of the Executive

CONOLUSION. 


After referring tu tho ayatem of the Co- 
lonial Office and the power of the irrespon- 
sible pe manent «ftictals in regard to affairs 
of Grown colonies, and the pusition of the 
jurisdiction of tho Colonial Couria, Mr 
Francis in conclusion said ho might hero
